Your  Worship*  Ladies  and  Gentlemen* 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  fifteenth  Annual  Report  on  ’’The 
Health  of  Maidstone"® 

The  indices  of  health  in  1971  all  showed  a  favourable  view  of 
Maidstone  -  a  sustained  birth  rate*  a  low  death  rate*  a  relatively 
small  incidence  of  infectious  disease*  the  absence  of  the  major 
epidemic  diseases*  a  remarkably  low  infantile  mortality  and  no  deaths 
resulting  from  childbirth  or  abortion* 

The  "spikes'*  which  appear  in  the  incidence  of  the  minor  infec¬ 
tious  diseases*  scarlet  fever  and  whooping  cough*  are  puzzling  but 
fortunately  have  in  no  way  been  related  to  an  increased  virulence  in 
either  disease*  The  absence  of  the  major  diseases*  poliomyelitis* 
diphtheria  and  smallpox*  is  directly  related  to  a  general  standard  of 
immunisation  and  vaccination  and  our  protection  in  this  respect  shows 
the  public  response  to  those  schemes* 

The  health  picture  usually  has  its  shadows  as  well  as  its  light 
and  1.971  was  no  exception*  The  march  of  cancer  continues  its  grim 
path*  This  year  the  death  total  was  the  highest  recorded*  at  167* 
an  increase  of  6  on  the  figure  for  1970*  1  refer  in  the  body  of  the 

Report  to  certain  features  of  this  increase® 

In  tuberculosis*  the  incidence  of  new  cases  in  1971  was  only 
1  in  7*000  of  the  population  -  a  very  heartening  fact  indeed®  In 
recent  years  the  number  of  tuberculous  patients  in  sanatoria  has 
undergone  a  remarkable  decline  and  this  has  enabled  a  significant 
reappraisal  of  bed-requirements  to  be  carried  out® 


One  of  the  encouraging  features  of  the  preventive  services  this 
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year  has  been  the  very  good  response  to  the  stationing  at  the  Bridge  Car 
Park  on  Tuesdays ,  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unite  In  1971  over  8,000 
people  were  examined  and  over  900  of  those  were  direct  referrals  by 
general  practitioner sa  This  response  shows  that  there  is  a  definite 
and  significant  place  for  Mass  Radiography  in  our  preventive  services , 
not  only  as  a  reassurance  to  the  public  but  as  a  valuable  adjunct  to 
general  practice* 

As  in  the  past,  I  am  indebted  to  many  people  for  their  co-operation 
in  the  preparation  of  this  Report ,  and  I  am  particularly  grateful  t© 
those  who  are  not  employed  by  Local  Authorities  but  who  have  willingly 
given  the  information  asked  for  in  order  to  complete  the  picture  of  any 
particular  aspect  of  public  health*

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THE  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  IN  1971 


Although  this  is  an  increase  from  last  year 
(22) 9  the  disease  continues  to  be  of  a  mild 
nature  and  no  problems  have  arisen* 


This  is  a  considerable  increase  over  last 
year  (3)  and  is  in  common  with  the  situation 
reported  from  various  parts  of  the  county 
and  the  country  as  a  whole* 

With  the  resumption  of  anti -measles  vaccina¬ 
tion  the  figure  has  dropped  considerably 
from  last  year  (648)  and  is  expected  to  fall 
even  lower  next  year* 

This  is  the  twenty-first  year  in  succession 
in  which  there  has  been  no  case  of  diphtheria* 
This  state  has  been  largely  achieved  through 
the  maintenance  of  a  satisfactory  level  of 
immunisation  in  the  community  -  the  only  means  by  which  this  freedom 
from  infection  can  be  sustained,.

The  same  number  of  cases  has  been  notified  as 
in  1970,  This  is  the  fourth  year  in  which  I 
have  reported  the  operation  of  the  Public 
Health  (Infective  Jaundice)  Regulations  1968* 
This  can  be  a  debilitating  disease*  especially  in  young  children*  The 
epidemiological  picture  of  the  disease  is  extremely  complex  and  very 
seldom  can  the  pattern  be  adequately  traced*

The  figures  for  vaccination  and  immunisation  continue  to  maintain 
a  high  level  of  response ,  and  I  am  particularly  glad  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  resumed  vaccination  against  measles  goes  on  attracting  support  * 

The  triple  antigen  figure  has  increased  by  nearly  50  per  cent  over 
that  of  1970  and  a  considerable  rise  has  also  occurred  with  r e-inforcing 
doses  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine* 

It  is  very  important  indeed  that  this  state  of  affairs  should  con¬ 
tinue  o  The  major  infectious  diseases  can  only  be  kept  under  by  such 
means  and  it  would  be  a  fatal  blunder  to  relax  our  defences  by  apathy 
towards  these  means  of  immunity*

Tuberculosis 
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The  total  number  of  patients  on  the  Tuberculosis  Notification 
Register  for  the  Borough  of  Maidstone  on  31st  December  1971  was  189. 

This  figure  added  to  those  of  the  three  rural  districts  gives  a  total  of 
599  for  the  Central  Kent  Area  served  by  the  Chest  Clinic0  During  1971 , 

44  patients  were  recovered  and  29  new  cases  found.  Cases  ’’transferred- 
out”  from  the  area  were  15  and  17  were  ”transferred-in” .  There  were  10 
deathSo  381  contacts  to  tuberculosis  have  been  examined  and  of  these 
113  were  given  B0C0Go  vaccination.  3  contacts  who  gave  a  strongly 
positive  reaction  to  the  tuberculin  skin  test  were  given  chemoprophylaxis . 
384  tuberculin  positive  reactors  under  the  School-leaver  BoCoG.  Scheme 
were  called  to  the  clinic  for  X-ray  examination. 


It  is  noteworthy  that  although  the  total  number  of  patients  on  the 
Tuberculosis  Register  has  again  fallen  due  to  the  erasure  of  those  who 
have  recovered,  the  number  of  new  patients  has  not  fallen. 


Mass  Radiography  Service 


During  the  year  131  persons  examined  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Service 
were  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  for  further  investigation.  Tuberculosis 
is  still  revealed  in  this  way.  It  is  also  an  important  contribution  to 
the  diagnosis  ©f  treatable  carcinoma.

The  picture  has  also  been  made  even  more  gloomy  by  the  fact  that  there 
has  been  an  invasion  this  year  into  the  younger  age  groups^  and  you  will 
note  from  the  tables  that  three  people  died  in  the  age  group  0  -  24p.and 
two  in  the  age  group  25  -  34# 

The  only  encouraging  news  I  can  give  about  cancer  is  that  for  the 
second  year  in  succession  there  has  been  a  fall  in  the  number  of  women 
dying  of  cancer  of  the  uterus#  In  this  connection  I  wxshP  once  more 9 
to  remind  the  public  of  Maidstone  of  the  existence  of  the  cervical  smear 
service  -  a  valuable  aid  to  diagnosis  and  a  worthwhile  measure  in  the 
prevention  of  major  disease#

INFANTILE  MORTALITY 


The  number  of  infants  under  12  months  who  died  in  1971  was  almost 
half  the  total  for  1970  (15) „  This  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate 
of  7  per  thousand  live  births ,  compared  with  18  per  thousand  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Six  of  the  total  died  in  the  first  week  of  life  and  none  lived  as 
long  as  six  months.  Two  infants  were  extremely  premature. 

This  is  the  lowest  infantile  mortality  rate  yet  recorded  for 
Maidstone ,  and  once  again  underlines  the  high  standard  of  maternal  and 
child  care  in  the  area.

Common  Lodging  Houses 

During  the  year  fourteen  inspections  were  made  of  77  Upper  Stone  Stree 
which  is  now  the  only  registered  common  lodging  house  in  the  town* 
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AIR  POLLUTION 


The  period  covered  by  this  section  of  the  report  is  from 
April  1970  to  March  1971. 

The  measurement  of  air  pollution  in  the  Borough  continued  at  the 
recording  stations  at  Banning  Reservoir  £  Rootes  Limited,  Mill  Street; 
and  the  Sports  Pavilion,  Penenden  Heath. 

The  figures  for  undissolved  solids  continued  to  fall  at  all 
stations  during  the  winter  period.  It  will  be  noticed,  however,  that 
during  the  summer  months  the  figures  for  undissolved  and  total  solids 
show  a  marked  increase  on  the  previous  year,  this  being  influenced  by 
climatic  conditions  and  wind  direction. over  the  period. 

During  the  winter  of  1970/71  there  was  a  substantial  increase  in 
the  ground  level  concentration  of  sulphur  dioxide  as  compared  with  the 
previous  winter.  That  trend  was  influenced  by  a  prolonged  spell  of 
fog  in  January  1971 0  At  the  other  recording  stations  there  was  a 
very  slight  reduction  in  the  concentration  of  sulphur  dioxide. 

The  level  of  smoke  concentrations  fell  slightly  at  all  the 
stations  throughout  the'  year,  the  winter  concentration  being  about 
twice  that  of  the  summer.
